ULowell participates in world-wide 
computer competition

The beginning of every 
semester brings two financial 
concerns to students. How do I 
pay my tuition and after Uve 
paid tuition, How do I pay for 
books? Although the SGA and 
the university working very 
hard on keeping tuition down, 
textbook costs are determined 
by publishers. Obviously the 
university has little influence 
over publishers’ pricing. This 
year, in an attempt to save stu¬ 
dents money, the SGA Student 
Services Committee, and the 
North & South SICs will be 
working together to organize a 
book swap. 

The book swap will be run 
during the first few weeks of 
the spring semester. As 
explained to the Connector, stu¬ 
dents, who have books to sell or 
swap, will register the books on 
a 3”x 5” card at one of the 
SICs. The information will be 
sent to the other SIC through 
school mail. 

Interested students who are 
looking to buy or swap used 
books will be able to 

look at those cards liiat arc reg¬ 
istered byTfflng to either SIC. 
Once a student finds a book that 
they are interested in, the SIC 


will have the information to 
contact the student who owns 
the book so a deal work can be 
worked out. The SICs and the 
Student Service Committee, 
hope that this will result in a 
tangible savings to the students. 

When the Connector spoke 
with Mr. Boland, general man¬ 
ager of both bookstores he 
called the move “enterprising 
on the part of the students.” His 
only concern is “that students 
may buy a book from the book¬ 
store, to insure that they get a 
book before the bookstore may 
possibly run out, and then try to 
return this same book after pur¬ 
chasing a cheaper one else¬ 
where. This certainly becomes 
a problem if the student has 
written in the book, or spilled 
something on it, and even more 
so when the student has lost a 
receipt. I recommend that the 
students shop first before buy¬ 
ing from the bookstore.” 

Although there may be some 
possible modifications to the 
proposed program, it is planned 
to start the first week of classes 
in January. Watch the Connec¬ 
tor for further information or 
visit the nearest SIC. 


IBM the

In a world-wide competi¬ 
tion. University of Lowell Com¬ 
puter Science Upperclassmen 
David Woods, Eric Rickheit, 
Joe Paperella and Johnathan 
Groves achieved noteworthy 
status for the Computer Science 
Department. The Lowell stu¬ 
dents now rank third in the 
region, which comprises the 
Atlantic Coast of Canada, all of 
New England and most of New 
York. This final competition 
took place at Brown University. 

The competition is spon¬ 
sored by the Association of 
Computer Machinery (ACM). 
Each year the ACM crowns one 
university/college team with the 
title of “Programming experts”. 
The world is divided into thir¬ 
teen regions, from which two 
representative universities/col¬ 
leges from each region are cho¬ 
sen go to the final competition 
in San Antonio, Texas in Febru¬ 
ary where the “Programming 
Experts” are decided upon. 

Earlier in October, the 
ULowell team competed in 
local area regional preliminaries 
at Siena College of Ludenville, 
New York. Taking first place in 
that competition, the ULowell 
students were one of four Col¬ 
leges and Universities to repre¬ 
sent the area of New England, 
and upstate New York. Other 
colleges in this first round 
included the University of 


Albany, Daniel Webster Col¬ 
lege, Colgate University, and 
Western New England College. 

The final competition 
began at 10:30am at Brown 
University in Providence, RL 
and lasted for five hours. Dur¬ 
ing this period each 
university/college team worked 
as a group to complete seven 
programming problems. In 
addition to the complexity of 
the programming problems the 
teams have only one monitor, 
keyboard, and screen. Grading 
was based upon completion 
time, and accuracy. 

At the end of the five-hour 
challenge. Harvard finished 
first, completing all seven prob¬ 
lems. ULowell and Brown tied 
for second, both completing 
five out the seven programs. To 
break the tie, a comparison of 
total completion time showed 
that the Brown students were 99 
minutes faster than the ULowell 
students. This put the Brown 
team in second place, after the 
Harvard team. 

Dr. Canning, the adminis¬ 
trative advisor for the ULowell 
team, provided several sample 
problems that the students have 
had to complete during the 
competition. “One possible pro¬ 
gramming assignment would be 
to create a program which 
would identify all the possible 
words in a scrambled grid, 
much like the game of Boggle. 


Another assignment would be 
to create program which would 
display all the moves required 
for the Knight, on a game of 
chess, to travel the entire chess 
board.” In general the program¬ 
ming assignments require the 
students to use both intuition 
and their programming knowl¬ 
edge. Dr. Canning picked the 
four students from the comput¬ 
er science department as a 
result of a local programming 
challenge he held last year.

Students call 
most desired job 

(CPS) Computer Science, 
electrical engineering and infor¬ 
mation systems majors would 
rather get jobs at IBM than just 
about anywhere else, a survey 
in Computerworld magazine 
reports. 

More than half of the 772 
students who responded to the 
survey said IBM was their first 
choice as a future employer, fol¬ 
lowed by American Telephone 
and Telegraph (AT&T) and 
Hewlett Packard Co. 

"IBM is the pacesetter. 

When it takes the lead, every¬ 
one else follows," one student 
told the magazine. 

"Traits the students looked 
for among potential employers 
included opportunities for fur¬ 
ther education and training, a 
global corporate outlook and 
meaningful responsibilities," 
the article says. 

Unfortunately, the big com¬ 
panies seem to be hiring few 
new grads this year. 

"I’d say their chances are 
slim" at the top three corpora¬ 


tions, said Peter C. Watts, chief 
executive officer of Information 
Kinetics, a New Jersey firm that 
operates a job data base for col¬ 
lege grads. 

"IBM's not hiring too many 
people" this year, said Watts, 
whose company tries to match 
grads with major corporations' 
recruiting needs. He added 
Hewlett Packard also is plan¬ 
ning to hire fewer new grads 
this year. 

Yet Sheryl Kay, the author 
of the study, contended that a 
student with "the right technical 
qualities, real world experience 
and business acumen would 
have a great chance at any of 
the 10."

The rex* OXF AM F AST M fie 
I vKrai) of Lo»efi iimcd o»a S1800 
io help deal with food relief in the 
Third World. Because this sear's pro¬ 
gram was run in conjunction with 
Hunger/Homelessness Awareness 
Week in the City of Lowell, 40% of the 
cash donations were sent to the 5 shel¬ 
ters and two food pantries in the city. 
Additional contributions are still 
expected from the ARA Food Service 
who continued a tradition of honoring 
the desire of students to fast for one or 
more meals on November 15th as a 
way of making a contribution to 
OXFAM. This year’s preliminary 
results indicate that over 400 meals 
were not served on the OXFAM Fast 
Day which would have been served on 
a normal Thursday. According to ARA 
Director Ray Handy this is double the 
number of meals “not served” last year. 

This year’s OXFAM Program was 
sponsored by the ULowell Campus 


Mmistn Assocudoo and continued a 
fuooomide college tradition of focus¬ 
ing on hunger in the world. To kick 
this year's program off in a dramatic 
fashion, a “Hunger Banquet” was held 
on Tuesday evening before the fast. At 
the “Hunger Banquet” students ran¬ 
domly found themselves placed in the 
first second or third world (in propor¬ 
tion to the world's population) and then 
dined accordingly. First world folks, a 
distinct minority, enjoyed a full course 
meal ; second worlders, a much larger 
group, had some vegetable soup and a 
piece of bread while those in the third 
world, the vast majority of all present, 
received a half cup of rice and a glass 
of water.

A sleep-inducing set only 
confirmed rumours that Sadus 
are, in a word, boring.

This work was part of 
his Poesie or mythological 
series from Ovid’s 
Metamorphoses. In Venus and 
Adonis Titian used the gradua¬ 
tions of light and dark or a 
chiaroscuro technique to model 
the sensuous pair. It is neces¬ 
sary to take a step away from 
the hunting dog closest to the 
viewer in order to avoid his 
slobber. 

Within Titian’s Venus with a 
Mirror the viewer is saturated 
with hues of royal red velvet 
and warm fleshy tones. The 
viewer wishes to help the 
winged cherubs with their task 
of holding the mirror so that the 
goddess may view herself. 

The Venetian High 
Renaissance is striking when 
viewed through the eye and 
brush of one of its most cre¬ 
ative masters. All the students 
were impressed with Titian in 
their art survey course, and this 
showing made it possible for 
the students to fully understand 
why. The all left the exhibit 
feeling happy they had come, 
and happy they could appreci¬ 
ate art as important as this.

Rita Rouvalis in last week’s 
editorial expressed many of the 
same misgivings about George 
Bush’s Middle East Adventure 
that I have; but she then rejects 
that direction, citing the revul¬ 
sion she feels for the “peacenick 
hippie” anti-war protesters, 
especially the ones she remem¬ 
bers from her childhood, pre¬ 
sumably seen on TV.

We always suspected then that 
some of the dirty, disheveled, 
violent people in our midst who 
were shouting loudest about “r- 
r-revolution” and “off the pigs” 
were really government agents, 
and in the end a fair number 
proved to be just that. I have 
among my friends now a Viet¬ 
nam veteran who claims that 
while still under military disci¬ 
pline he was ordered to dress up 
as a hippie and go into demon¬ 
strations to turn them into riots! 

And about the drug scene! I 
seriously wonder whether it is 
something we did or something 
that was done to us! Back in 
the late 60’s when the campuses 
were starting finally to get 
swept up in the struggle against 
the war, along came Timothy 
Leary, recently of the 
CIA’s psychological warfare 
research program, with his rev¬ 
olutionary-sounding message, 
chanted as by a high priest: 
“Turn on, tune in, drop out! 
Turn on, tune in, drop out!” 
Many did “turn on”, and most 


of them “dropped out” all right, 
right out of the anti-war move¬ 
ment among other things! 

As for those who “kept their 
hands on the plough” through 
all the confusion and fear of the 
early 70’s, our heroes were the 
Vietnam vets, like John Kerry, 
who challenged the whole coun¬ 
try to fundamentally re-think 
what patriotism really means. 

So, Rita, by all means give 
your support and comfort to our 
soldiers in the desert this Christ¬ 
mas, but don’t turn your back 
on your feelings against the war 
because of some images the 
Media Moguls impressed on 
you as a child. Sure, you saw it 
yourself on TV, but even TV 
can lie. 

In fact a great deal of effort 
was spent on making sure that 
people who felt just as you do 
now were too confused to do 
anything about it, but in spite of 
that it was organized public 
opinion which in the end finally 
forced them to give up their war 
and bring the troops home.

I am an African-American on 
this campus and have been so for 
the past four and a half years 
During my stay here, I have seen 
a great many things printed in 
The Connector that have been 
very disturbing to me; however, 
nothing as profound as what I 
saw in last week’s issue (Nov. 
29, 1990). In my opinion, the 
printing of which I am speaking 
was damaging and thought to be 
capable of robbing me and my 
fellow young, African-American 
brothers and sisters of our digni¬ 
ty. Nonetheless, my brothers 
and sisters, I feel we have been 
greatly underestimated in our 
capability of not allowing such 
insensitivity to bring us down 
We are stronger than those indi¬ 
viduals and organizations who 
continually attempt to discour¬ 
age us and take us to our knees. 

Last week. The Connector, 
published a caricature that very 
boldly compared young, black 
males to laboratory animals, in 
particularly, rats. I found this 
article to be very disheartening 
because if the paper is supposed 
to publish the views of the stu¬ 
dents attending this university, 
then that means the view of 
young black males in the eyes of 
the students attending this insti¬ 
tution, in particularly the eyes of 
the editors, are not humanistic 
but animalistic. 

I have strong reason to believe 
that there has been an ongoing 
situation of insensitivity among 
many students and faculty mem¬ 
bers at this institution.

I am an African American stu¬ 
dent on this campus and I am 
outraged at the consistency of 
racial insensitivity that is 
repeatedly displayed in this 
paper administered by other 
students at this university. 

Last week's edition printed a 
cartoon on page eleven which 
demonstrates of the of under¬ 
standing of the racial connota¬ 
tions that constantly being used 
in relation to other issues on 
this campus and in American 
society as a whole. 

After talking with several 
other Afro American students 
who were irate at the cartoon, I 
am writing to inform you of 
their opinions as well as my 
own.

Each time I picked up the paper I 
would turn to the Features page (as 
the Arts and Entertainment page 
was once called) hoping to find the 
same kind of articles I found in the 
Lowell Sun each night. You know, 
reviews of movies, books, concerts 
and maybe a theater review. But I 
learned not to expect that from the 
Connector because nobody wrote 
those kinds of articles for the Con¬ 
nector . As a freshman I sat there 
reading the pleas made by the edi¬ 
tor to “Write For The Connector /* 
but until the second semester of my 
sophomore year I did nothing to 
improve the page that I liked best. 

During the second semester of my 
sophomore year and most of my 
junior year I wrote for Features. I 
reviewed movies and the occasional 
play, hoping to add some substance 
to a page full of adds and filler. 
However, I haven’t written any¬ 
thing for the Connector in some 
time, and I wonder if I should be 
allowed to criticize what it prints. 

I still read the Connector and I 
still turn to the Arts and Entertain¬ 
ment page first and I am again 
depressed by what I have been 
reading there. At the beginning of 
the semester the editor of the page 
asked for people to write for her. 
She promised them that because 
she was an English major she 


wouldn’t allow their inexpert writ¬ 
ing talents to make them look 
funny. I think she has failed. 

A few weeks ago she printed an 
article by Sandi Gillis about the 
“ghost” you can see in the window 
during Three Men and a Babv . The 
article was overly and unnecessari¬ 
ly long winded leaving the writer 
susceptible to this criticism. Per¬ 
haps Ms. Rouvalis, you might have 
waited until the writer had the 
whole story before printing the arti¬ 
cle. And just last week, Ms. Rou¬ 
valis printed two very short and 
very incomplete reviews. 

The first reviewer uses the pro¬ 
noun “it” four times in the first 
paragraph and then tries to make 
“it” refer to two different things(in 
the same sentence). He then mis¬ 
represents the movie in a short 
summary which actually describes 
a minor part of the story. I realize 
that you don’t want to over-summa- 
rize but since a large part of the 

ineptitude of the two thieves who 
try to rob the McCallister’s house, 
failure to mention this is a disser¬ 
vice to the reader. This was a poor¬ 
ly written and thought out review. 

However, these writers are not 
alone in displaying their weak tal¬ 
ents for criticism. Rita Rouvalis, 
under the same headline in last 
weeks paper, also includes a poor 
review of Dances with Wolves . 
Kevin Costner did not write the 
movie so how could he “bother to 


tell us much about his John Dun¬ 
bar.” And since when is lack of 
character description described as a 
technique. The reviewer liked the 
movie and recommends that the 
reader see it even after she has said 
that the movie is three hours long 
and is “uneven and heavy in 
places.” Sounds to me she didn’t 
like the movie as much as she said 
she did. 

In this review we also have an 
example of over-summarizing the 
plot while leaving out aspects that 
make this movie a great epic. The 
movie contains sub-titles(a tech¬ 
nique that worked for me) when the 
Indians are speaking. These are not 
the stereotypical Hollywood movie 
Indians. They are real, thinking 
human beings portrayed by native 
Americans(yet they were over¬ 
looked in the article for their own 
individual performances but she 
didn’t fail to mention Costner’s per¬ 
formance.) Ms. Rouvalis reviewed 
the movie with all the depth of a 
teenager on American Bandstand. 
“It’s got a good beat and you can 
dance to it, Dick!” 

A lot of improvement is needed 
on this page in the realm of style, 
content and substance, if you want 
to be able to distinguish between 
“filler” and real filler. A grammar 
lesson would also help.

regret those oversights as I want 
both my pages and my authors to 
look as professional as possible. 

Someone I have published in 
the past, regrettably, is Mr. Gri¬ 
mard. Last spring, without my 
knowledge or consent, a review 
was put on my page at the last 
minute. It was written by Mr. 
Grimard and was about a play in 
which he appeared: he was not 
shy in extolling his own perfor¬ 
mance. At other times he has 
offered to write reviews of soaps 
(I do not run a cheesy tabloid), 
written opinions about movies he 
has never seen, and promised me 
articles, which I have set aside 
space for, that he has never deliv¬ 
ered. Perhaps only other editors 
can understand the stress of hav¬ 
ing an unexpected 10 column 


inches to fill one hour before 
going to press. 

Perhaps Mr. Grimard should 
read my review of Dances with 
Wolves more carefully, as his cri¬ 
tique of it shows poor compre¬ 
hension of what I wrote. The fact 
that the movie is three hours long 
was not a criticism. It was sim¬ 
ply an observation — and a com¬ 
plement that something that long 
could still be that good. And not 
every movie is perfect. After a 
long paragraph of praise, I 
thought it only fair to mention the 
film’s one drawback — the 
uneven and heavy-handed 
pacing. And if Mr. Grimard is 
trying to imply my review is 
racist because I didn’t mention 
the American Indian actors, he 
had better read it again. John 


Dunbar is the protagonist, and as 
such is the subject of two sen¬ 
tences instead of the phrases I 
devoted to the other characters. 
Other references to Kevin Cost¬ 
ner were in reference to his 
directing abilities. I do not con¬ 
sider subtitles the makers of great 
epics. And yes, Glenn, I liked 
this movie as much as I said I 
did. 

I won’t point out the several, 
rather embarrassing, grammatical 
errors that Mr. Grimard (another 
English major) commits in his 
editorial. But perhaps if he 
would like to approach me in per¬ 
son, instead of attacking me in 
public, I could review the comma 
rules, hyphenization, and para¬ 
graphing with him.
